1. FOREIGN OFFICE ADVISED THE PROPOSED SCHEDULE IS 
SATISFACTORY AND THAT THE SECRETARY HAS AGREED TO A 
SECOND MEETING WITH GENSCHER ON SUNDAY EVENING. 

2. FOREIGN OFFICE ADVISED OF 11:00 A.M. ETA MUNICH. 

3. FOREIGN OFFICE IS NOW LOOKING INTO THE QUESTION OF 
HOW KRAFT S NAME AROSE IN CONNECTION WITH THE GENSCHER 
DINNER. ACCORDING TO ONE FOREIGN OFFICE SOURCE, KRAFT 
HAD APPARENTLY REQUESTED AN INTERVIEW WITH GENSCHER, 
AND THE SUGGESTION MIGHT HAVE BEEN MADE BY THE GERMANS 
THAT HE ATTEND THE DINNER. THE GERMANS WILL PROVIDE 
EMBASSY WITH ADDITIONAL INFORMATION AS SOON AS THE 
MATTER IS CLARIFIED. 

4. FRG WILL LOOK INTO THE POSSIBILITY OF THE SECRETARY 
ATTENDING THE OPERA SUNDAY NIGHT FOLLOWING HIS MEETING 
WITH GENSCHER. AS DISCUSSED BREMER-THOMS TELCON, 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THIS POSSIBILITY WOULD APPEAR TO BE SLIGHT GIVEN THE 
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LATENESS OF THE HOUR. HOWEVER, THE QUESTION WILL BE 
EXPLORED THOROUGHLY, AND THE EMBASSY WILL REPORT AS 
SOON AS AN ACCURATE DETERMINATION CAN BE MADE.
